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Cravey Used 
State Funds, 
Aide Swears

A huge amount of taxpayers’ money was spent in a campaign 
—directed from the State Capitol—to reelect Comptroller General 


Zack D. Cravey last year, according to affidavits and other in- | @ 


formation compiled by The Atlanta Constitution. 


A loan examiner swore that as early as May 1, 1958—more than 
four months before the Sept. 10 primary—Cravey himself instructed 
loan examiners to use loan company records to compile lists of 
voters. The examiners were required to file these lists daily with 
Cravey’s_office, he said. ‘ 

For about a month prior to the primary, numerous state em- 
ployes working for Cravey were required to telephone long distance 
—at state expense—to tell the comptroller general’s top aides how 
the campaign was going in their counties, according to a loan 
examiner’s affidavit. Then reports were made daily. 

PHONE BILLS TREBLE 
Records show that charges for long-distance telephone calls for 


the comptroller general’s office during the final month before the | © 


primary were more than treble the average month’s total. 


Deputy Loan Commissioner Ralph Cadle was charged in the 


affidavits with being the principal director of Cravey’s campaign 
headquarters in Cravey’s various Capitol offices—comptroller gen- 
eral, industrial loan, insurance and fire safety. 


Cadle is accused—in information compiled by The Constitution— 
of instructing loan examiners to use phoney names and illegal auto 
tags to conceal their identity during part of last year’s cam- 
paigning. 

SWORE TAG GIVEN HIM 

Whiddon L. Allagood, who was fired as a loan examiner this 
week after he testified before the Fulton County grand jury, swore 
that Cadle furnished him with a tag—License No. 1-28143—which he 
(Allagood) used on his car while campaigning for Cravey. 


The Constitution learned that the tag came off a wrecked auto- 
mobile; the car owner said the tag was on the wrecked vehicle 
when it was hauled off to the junk yard. (Separate story and pic- 
ture on page 5.) 

Examiners said they were told to try to conceal their identi- 
ties during part of the campaign because of fear that Bruce Ed- 
wards, Cravey’s only serious opponent in the race, or news report- 
ers might find that they were politicking on state time. During 
the race, Edwards repeatedly charged that Cravey’s employes were 
politicking at state expense.

He said he was “highly pleased 
with the results’ of the Paris 
meeting. 


He departed for Washington 
after a last conference with 
French Premier Debre.

Some 
of the literature was stored in 
rooms near the State Fire Mar- 
shal’s printing office.” 


According to an examiner’s af- 
fidavit, from about the middle 
of August until the primary, 
Cravey employes ‘“‘checked daily 
with Ralph Cadle at the State 
Capitol on the campaign. We 
would keep hith up to date on 
our activities and he would give 
us further instructions. These 
telephone calls were collect and 
were made at state expense.” 


Although the heaviest phone 
calling was in the month prior to 
the primary, records show the 
comptroller general’s office had 
an unusually high long-distance 
telephone bill for the five months 
prior to the primary. It amounted 
to $2,223.07, compared to $1,005.70 
for the same period in 1957. 


In 1957, the comptroller general 
paid the following long-distance 
charges: May, $219.45; June, 
$213.75; July $157.65; August, 
$208.50, and September, $226.35.

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Fulton Grand Jury 
Shocks Us Again! 


“An amoral political climate has ex- 
isted which has fostered, if not con- 
doned, corruption on the part of some 
state officials and some other employes.” 

Thus the Fulton County Grand Jury 
describes the administration of Marvin 
Griffin in presentments returned yes- 
terday. 

The jury climaxed one of its most 
highly constructive sessions with strong 
attacks on the conduct of government 
under the previous administration and on 
the apathetic public which permitted it 
to happen. 

The jury is right in both conclusions. 
There no longer can be any doubt that 
the previous administration was guilty of 
“an operation of our government by 
‘cronyism’ and personal profit.” 

In chiding the public, however, the 
jury pointed-up a problem which rests on 
the doorstep of every voter in the state. 
“Apathy on the part of the public,” said. 
the jury, “and the generally prevailing 
attitude that ‘there always will be cor- 
ruption in governmental affairs,’ has con- 
tributed to this condition.” 

It should be pointed out again that 
the people usually get the type of gov- 
ernment they ask for. We refuse to be- 
lieve, however, that all of us are corrupt. 
And we cannot believe the people want 
a continuation of conditions which has 
“appalled” the incumbent jury. But let 
it be a lesson to us all to be a little more 
resistant to politicians who would sell us 
down the river, with promises of pie in 
the sky. 

The jury rightly commended Gov. 
Vandiver’s support and his “honesty in 
government” program. More concrete 
evidence of that support came yesterday 
in a contract for $5,000 in more state 
funds to continue the present probe into 
“hot pursuit” cases by Sol. Gen. Paul 
Webb and Special Investigator Paul 
Cadenhead. The governor has shown 
splendid determination to clean up the 
mess and to restore a climate of decency 
and respect for the people's interests in 
state government. 

Meanwhile, every Georgian owes Aa 
debt of gratitude to Special Investigator 
Cadenhead and to Sol. Gen. Webb. 
Thanks to the $50,000 appropriation by 
the Fulton County Commission, supple- 
mented by $10,000 allotted by Gov. Van- 
diver, the people have begun to learn 
facts about the incredible cynicism, cor- 
rupt practices and “eronyism” which have 
“dissipated a tremendous amount of our 
tax money to the detriment of needed 
services.” 

Let their work go on as long as nec- 
essary! 

Gov. Vandiver has vowed that “never 
again” will such things happen in Geor- 
gia government. Thanks to his “hon- 
esty” legislative program and adminis- 
trative acts, they have become much more 
difficult. But if an apathetic public con- 
«iones and permits such things to happen, 
the whole sorry picture will return in fu- 
ture administrations. 

The Fulton jury and investigators 
have shown public officials are not im- 
mune to the law. Let all juries every- 
where follow this example. 

Let’s make election to office an honor 
in Georgia and honest performance a 
correlative duty.

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Revenue Gain Brightens 


State’s Fiscal Outlook - 


The state’s record-breaking tax col- 


lections lend further confirmation to the” 


wisdom of Gov. Vandiver’s stand in. re- 
fusing to be stampeded into calling a tax- 
raising session of the General Assembly. 

With April as the pace-setter, the 
Revenue Department during the first 10 
months of this fiscal year has taken in 
$260,614,000. This represents an increase 
of some 13 million over the correspond- 
ing period last year. Income tax collec- 
tions were up despite fears that the re- 
cession months would lead to a decrease. 

A tightening up in the Revenue De- 
Department was an important factor in 
sales tax collections climbing during the 
past four months. A gain of five million 
dollars was recorded. 

Better business conditions, coupled 
with the determined effort being eéx- 
erted to obtain all the state is due under 
the present tax structure, will result in 
further increases in revenue. 

Even so, it is well for all concerned 
to heed State Auditor Thrasher’s warn- 
ing that the gains recorded thus far bare- 
ly balance the budget. His figures show 
the state had been operating under a 12- 
million-dollar deficit because of commit- 
ments made in past years. 

By practicing the strictest economy 
and continuing to hammer away at col- 
lecting all taxes due it, the state possibly 
can make ends meet. It means, though, 
that Gov. Vandiver for some time will 
have to continue to say “No” to many re- 
quests for costly expansion of services. 
Pressures to do otherwise will continue 
to mount. 

The situation boils down to that of 
the state diving within its income. Al- 
though somewhat of an innovation, it is 
well worth the try.

“Administrative Snafu in Courts Causes 


Justice to Be Delayed, Denied or Both’ 


Atlanta — While the observance 
of Law Day gill is fresh in ev- 
eryone’s memory perhaps it 
would be a good idea to remind 
ourselves of the tremendous job 


that must be done to modernize 
and to update our judicial sys- 
tem. Local, state and federal 
courts are staggering under an 
enormous backlog of pending 
cases. 

Part of this snafu in the judi- 
cial system is due, of course, to 
legal maneuvers and “tricks of 
the trade” practiced by lawyers 
themselves in defense of their 
clients. Undoubtedly the legal pro- 
fession could do a better job of 
policing its own ranks. Probably 
some judges could work harder 
to clear up their dockets than 
they do. 

However, the major problem 
goes deeper than this. It results 
from the explosive expansion of 
population in this country since 
the depression years and the ac- 
companying increase in litigation 
of all kinds. The leap in popula- 
tion has not been followed by a 
corresponding increase in the 
number of judges, especially on 
the federal level. Then, too, the 
terrible jump in automobile ac- 
citents has led to suits and coun- 
tersuits that have swamped the 
courts. 

As one example, the average 
judge in a federal district court 
now has a backlog of 243 civil 
cases awaiting action. 

Congress obviously is failing to 
live up to its responsibility to pro- 
vide the people of this country 
with a smooth-functioning judicial 
system. It must not continue to 
leave the courts stranded in a 
horse-and-buggy status in a rock- 
et-and-missile age.

routines that suggest an assembly-line make-up. 


The farmer, season after season, tends the same fields. The mother, 
week by week, sweeps the same floors and, meal by meal, washes 
the same dishes. Many of us go to work by the same routes, attend 
to the same tasks and then return along familiar paths. 


A woman was put into a strait 
jacket and then taken to a hos- 
pital for the mentally sick.

A second reason is the joy of 
achievement which comes from 
seeing well done the work we do. 
A third reason is that we link the 
work of our hands and minds to 
the work being done by other 
men. There is a feeling of fellow- 
ship with other workers. We are 
contributors to the forward move- 
ment of human accomplishment. 
Our fourth reason concerns those 
who depend upon us and our de- 
sire to help those we love, our 
willingness to support the lives 
of those who need us. So it is 
that the dull routines are shot 
through and through with a hu- 
man and at times, we feel, a di- 
vine glory.

LOUISVILLE—Tradition, a jackpot of $165,000 and prospects 
of additional wagering wealth will probably lure 18 horses and 
certainly more than 100,000 humans into Churchill Downs for the 
85th running of the Kentucky Derby Saturday. 


Millions more will witness the turf’s greatest spectacular as 
guests of CBS-TV at 4:30 p.m. (EST). Weather handicappers have 
listed the odds against rain at 6% to 1. 


Horse handicappers have installed C. T. Cherney’s First Land- 
ing and jockey Eddie Arcaro as a 3-1 favorite. Fred Turner’s Tomy 
Lee, with Willie Shoemaker in the Irons, is 4-1 on the morning line. 
If either colt finishes out of the money, it will be for the first 
time in a combined total of 29 races. 


But the hardboots and thousands of visiting experts insist that 
virtually any horse can take it all in this one. It’s one of the 
most wide-open derbies:in history, definitely the most scrambled 
field since Count Turf ($31.20) romped under the wire in 1951. 


Though the order of finish is unsettled, everything else ap- 
pears to be in order. Calumet’s On-and-On, in and out of the 
race all week, is still a question mark. Sources close to the 
Joneses, Jim and Ben, don't believe that the stable will shoot for 
an unprecedented third straight and what would be triumph No. 8.

Little Man’s Calumet 


LOUISVILLE—K. G. Marshall, a retired radio 
executive from Birmingham and former resident of 
Atlanta, is perhaps the only owner ever to run half 
his stable in a Kentucky Derby. 


Marshall is the proud proprietor of John Bruce, a strong stretch 
runner who proved he belongs in the Derby by finishing second in 
the Trial last Tuesday. 


# “To be exact I own 2% horses,” 
* Marshall explained Friday morning 
-* before jockey Ken Church gave the 
| horse its final tune-up gallop. “In 
' addition to John Bruce, I have a two- 
m™ , year-old named Bill Jim and «half 
’ interest in Colonel Ken.” 


: Marshall is a néwcomer to the 
_ Derby, but a veteran racing man. The 
>’ sport has been his hobby since 1936, 
_, when he purchased a horse named 
| Sweet Shono in Miami. He’s operated 
a small stable down through the years, 
but John Bruce is his first colt of 
Derby caliber. 


Atlanta has a longshot claim to 
John Bruce, for Mrs. Marshall, the 
former Miss Coe Rosecrans, is an 
Atlanta native, Marshall worked in 
Atlanta for a decade before moving 
to Birmingham in 1914. 


Thus, for the second year in a row, Georgia has a cheering 
interest in.a Derby horse. Last year it was Noureddin, the third- 
place finisher, partially owned by Mike Jennings of Columbusy.. 


John Bruce has developed into something of a sentimental 
favorite, for he represents the small-stable against the Calumefs, 
the Whitneys, Brookmeade, Claiborne and the other heavy- 
weights of the turf industry. 


But Marshall isn’t running John Bruce for sentimental reasons. 
“If I didn’t think the horse had a good chance of winning, he 
wouldn't be in the Derby,” the owner explained. “‘He’s in fine 
shape, and we were pleased with his race in the Derby Trial. He 
was closing ground on First Landing at the finish.’’ 


—Atlanta’s Own John Bruce? 


_ Marshall, a tall, dignified sportsman in his late sixties, pur- 
chased John Bruce for $6,200 at the Lexington sales in 1957. Trainer 
Charles Sanborn selected the colt and handled the transaction. 


“I didn’t get to see the colt until three days’ before the Derby 
last year,”’ Marshall said. ‘‘Sanborn liked the colt’s breeding and: 
bought him for me. He’s by Better Self out of Genevra M.” 


There’s also some Bimelech, War Admiral and Black Toney 
in the John Bruce family tree, Better Self, bred by the late Col. 
E. R. Bradley, lived up to a proud pedigree by winning $385,925 
before retiring to stud. 


The Derby represents John Bruce’s 14th trip to the post. He 
won one race last year, finished second and third twice in eight 
outings. In five races this year, he has won once, took show money 
twice. 


“We think the fact that John Bruce is a strong finisher will 
help him considerably in this race. Not only because it’s a mile 
and a quarter, but because most of the favorites are speed horses,’ 
Marshall explained. ‘John Bruce likes to come from behind.” 


“How did I arrive at the name of John Bruce?” the owner 
repeated a question, and answered, “‘He’s named for Milton 
Andrews’ boys. Andrews is a friend of mine in Birmingham, 
and his boys are named John and Bruce.” 


‘ Regardless of where John Bruce runs Saturday, G. K. Marshall 
will be one of the proudest owners at Churchill Downs. He’s the 
man with the Cinderella entry, for it’s the dream of every horse 
owner to own a colt worthy of running in America’s greatest race. 
If the eolt wins, of course, we shall nee to it as Atlanta’s John 
Bruce. 


—Easy Spur Is the Choice for the Roses 


Fortunately for Mr. Marshall; I don’t think John Bruce can 
win the race, which is a good indication that he can. Everyone 
from Wathen Kneblekamp, the New Downs president, to the touts 
in front of the track seem to agree that this is wide-open Derby. 
In fact, the outcome is as uncertain as the Joneses, who were still 
debating Friday whether to enter On-and-On. 


Casey Hayes, the shrewd handler: of favorite First Landing, 
was asked to render his expert forecast Friday morning. 


“It’s a wide open affair,” Hayes replied, “but I'll tell you 
what I think. I think the winner will come from the horses 
between three and nine post positions.” 


It so happens that First Landing is stationed in the third slot, 
a location appealing to Hayes. Casey makes no seéret of the fact 
that First Landing will stick close to the early pace. 


Eddie Arcaro, who has won five and lost 14 Derbies to lead 


both departments, will be astride the favorite for the third straight 
year. He left the gate as first choice on Bold Ruler and Jewel’s 
Reward and crossed the finish line fourth. First Landing is-3 to 1 
on the morning line, but he’s apt to be 2-1 at posttime. The fact

Veteran Race Driver Urges Teens 


To ‘Give Other Fellow a Break’

An affable fellow who for 25 
years made his living behind 
the wheel of a race car is .call- 
ing on his own experience for 
the benefit of Georgia teen- 
agers. 


Lee Wallard, 25-year racing 
veteran and winner of the Indi- 
anapolis ‘'500"’ in 1951, is touring 
the country as part of a pro- 
gram designed to show young 
people how to be better drivers. 
Sponsored by the Champion 
Spark Plug Co., the speedway 
whiz recently visited schools in 
Rome and Marietta, and is 
scheduled to talk to students ih 
other Georgia cities. 


Mr. Wallard told Marietta stu- 
dents that race drivers, too, 
spend time in hospitals. ‘‘Some- 
times,” he added, ‘“‘they are 
buried.” 


But he emphasized that ‘‘this 
is our business. We recognize 
the calculated risk and we are 
being paid for it. We’re not out 
on the highways making a hobby 
of it, 


“So don’t do as I do,”” he con- 
tinued. “‘You do as I say, and 
you'll be around a long time 
to prove I’m right.” 


The track veteran emphasized 
that no accident just happens. 
“Every one of them is 
CAUSED.” 


He declared there are three 
basic rules for good driving: 
Courtesy (‘‘remember the Gold- 
en Rule’), mental alertness 
(‘Drive that other fellow’s_car 
as well as your own.”’) and con- 
dition of the car. (“Make sure 
it is safe.’’) 


Comparing driving on the 
highway with his own business 
of driving a race car, Lee said 
that “in rdcing we take first 
things first, and our automobiles 
have to be safe.”” He added that 
although the X-ray examination 
given race cars is impossible 
with passenger autos, every 
driver must assume the respon- 
sibility of giving visual checks 
frequently and professional car 
and tune-up checks regularly to 
keep the vehicle in a safe oper- 
ating condition.’’ 


HITS “DRAG” RACES 


“And drag racing is even 


more hard on cars than on the | 


drivers,”’ he pointed out. ‘‘When 
you participate in such races, 
you are paving the road to the 
junk heap for your car.” 


Brakes, he observed, must be 
kept in tip-top shape—it’s the 
finest kind of preventive insur- 
ance. “You've heard of the 
fellow who has brakes good 
enough to stop on a dime. 
That’s only too true, but one 
of these days, that dime will 
be in a pedestrian’s pocket. At 
60 miles per hour, that dime 


has to be as big as a football | 
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automobiles can be put out of 
business at that distance.” 


Even windshields need atten- 
tion all the time, Lee warned. 
“It is important to have a clean 
windshield on the highway. It's 
always helpful to carry a cloth 
in your car for that purpose. 
When windshield wipers are not 
in use, and especially during a 
long siege of hot, dry weather, 
they will dry out and crack. 
Heavy usage destroys their ef- 
fectiveness. Occasional inspec- 
tion could keep you out of 
trouble.”’ 


The veteran driver declared 
“the tire squealer”’ is one of his 
pet peeves: “It’s easy to squeal 
tires—anybody can do it. You 
can even do it on a bicycle. 
But it’s also pretty expensive. 
One buzz of your rear tires 
takes ten miles off the tread. 
Ten buzzes and there goes 100 
miles.”’ 


Mr. Wallard tagged the tire 
squealer as merely ‘‘the old- 
fashioned show-off.”

peculiarities that call for a little 


more attention on our part. On 
the highway, you never know.” 


Lee shared his own highway 
habits with the Georgia teens: 


“I drive from 36,000 to 50,- 
000 miles a year on our high- 
ways,” he said. “But I wouldn't 
dream of trying to rip off 200 
miles or more without stopping. 
Every couple of hours I make 
a fuel stop, simply to get out of 
the car and walk around. I 
might get a cup of coffee, or a 
soft drink. And I alWays check 
the car for tire wear or any 
other thing that might come to 
my attention.” 


PRAISES TRAINING 


Lee hailed driver education 
training in high schools as the 
reason “teen-agers are the 
best drivers on the highway. 
I'd rather drive with a teen 
ager than with his parents.” 


“Through drivér education 
courses,”’ he continued, ‘‘you 
are getting something that 
wasn't available to us when we 
were in school. We learned to 
drive by being taught by our 
parents, or a friend. Their bad 
habits rubbed off on us and in 
many cases aré still with us. 
But you have competent in- 
structors who are quite able 
to give you the basie schooling 
every driver should have, and 
to make you sée where driving 
attitude is one of the most im- 
portant parts of operating a 
vehicle.” 


Father of two children, one 
a 16-year-old girl, Lee disclosed 
that he ‘‘would never’ try to 
teach them to drive. “My 
daughter is taking driver edu- 
cation,”’ he said, “‘because that 
is the best training she could 
possibly get.” 


He said that if all drivers 
would just follow the Golden 
Rule, highway(accidents would 
be few and far between. 


“You have to give that other 
fellow the same break you 
would expect him to give you.”
